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days at Camp David, when Israeli, 
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WOLF BLITZER has been able to find out 
some of the answers. He reports on the 
key role played by Weizman and Dayan in 
the success of the negotiations, and on 
the meticulous American preparation and 
who it paid off. In a separate article

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Welaman and Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan were instrumental 
{n convincing Prime Minister 
Begin to swallow some of the once 
unacceptable — even unthinkable 
~ codewords and catchphrages of 
tho tired diplomacy of the Arab- 
Teraeli conflict so that Bgypt 
might make peace with Israel, If 


ticipated in the 18-day ordeal at 
President Carter's retreat, there 
probably would have been no 
agreement. 

Welzman came to Camp David 
convinced that Sadat wae sincere 
in his quest for peace, The 
Defence Minister, who has spent 
more time with the Hgyptian 


leader than any other Israeli, had 
felt for some time that Egypt 
would be prepared to make a deal 
with Israel if only Israel would 
offer some '‘words” to help Sadat 
meet the internal pressures of the 
Arab world. Several top U.S. of- 
ficials agreed with the defence 
miniater. But Welzman's rosy 
assessment had been challenged 
for months by Begin and Dayan, 
both of whom were much leas cer- 
tain of Badat's intentions. They 
called Welzman naive. 

But Welzman was far from 
naive. He correctly understood 
the implications of Sadat's 
journey to Jerusalem last 
November. Sadat had come to 
make peace with Israel on some 
reasonable basis, even if he had to 
do it alone. At the time, Badat waa 
accused by much of the Arab 


world of accepting the principle of 
8 separate dea! with Israel. He, of 
course, donied it. The Americans 
alao insisted publicly that Sadat 
had no such plan — he would only 
sign a peace treaty with Terael 
once ἃ comprehensive accord in- 
volving all the Arab states as well 
as the Palestinians had heen 
resolved, The Hgyptian assertions 
were repeated so often that most 
observera of the Middle Hast 
scene began to believe them. 

Not Welzman, nor several key 
U.S. officials, who pressed hard to 
‘finish’ what Sadat had started 
when he visited Israel. 

But Weizman needed a strong 
ally in the Cabinet, someone who 
could influence the prime 
minister to grasp Israe!’s greatest 
opportunity ever to make peace 
with an Arab state. Despite the 


severe strain in their personal 
relations, the defence minister 
knew that only Dayan could do 
that. Dayan would have to be con- 
vinced that Sadat was sincere, 


THAT WAS one of the first objec- 
tives of the Americans at Camp 
David. They knew their job of get- 
ting Begin to budge would he 
easier with Dayan's backing. 
Dayen's influence over Begin had 
been demonstrated to the 
Americans in the past — they 
recalled his decisive role during 
last October's talks leading to the 
U.8.-Israeli “working paper" on 
the Geneva conference. 

The best way to achieve that 
goal was to have the Igyptians, 
Including Sadat himself, woo 
Dayan, show him that real peace

PRESIDENT Jimmy Carter did 
not know he had won his summit 
gamble unti) shortly before ὅ p.m. 
Sunday (midnight Israe] time), 
juat over an hour after the start of 
what proved to be the last seasion 
with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. 

On the table between the two 
presidents at Aspen Lodge, 
Carter's lavish cabin at Camp 
David, was the remaining 700- 
word fragment of the main 
‘“Wramework'' document on 


which the Bgyptians and the 


Taraelia had been negotiating for 
18 days. It was a densely worded 
pisce of legal drafting, prepared 
by the Americans, and it dealt 
with the core issue of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip and the 
political future of the Palestinians 
who live there. More important 
than what it contained was what it 
left out. There was no reference to 
what had previously been a 
bedrook Higyptian bargaining 
position, no requirement that 
Israe! should accept the principle 
of a return of Arab sovereignty to 
the territories. Unexpectedly — 
surprising even his own advisers 
— Sadat agreed. On that sudden 
atroke, the summit was over, and 


Ὁ Carter proceeded to stage his 


triumphant White House signing 
ceremony in the full glow of prime 
‘me network television on Sunday 
night. 

Up to the moment Sunday 


when Sadat decided to accept the 
American-drafted compromise 
that finmessed the iasue of West 
Bank sovereignty by committing 
Tarael to no more than a promiae 
to negotiate the “final status" of 
the oocupied territories, it had 
appeared to the outside world that 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, not Sadat, had been the 
main target of American peraua- 
sion, Instead, Sadat, for reasons 
οἵ his own, reversed hia previous 
stand and accepted a major com- 
promise. In the American draft 
Israel would promise no more 
than that the '‘final status" of the 
occupied territories would be 
decided in future negotiations. 
One immediate result was the 
resignation of the Hgyptian 
Foreign Minister, Mohammed 
Thrahim Kamel. Other members 
of the Higyptian delegation were 
reported to be diamayed, and the 
frat reaction in much of the Arab 
world waa a chorus of predictable 
denunciation of Sadat, 


FOR THE TIMH being, the Camp 
David summit stands as 8 
remarkable breakthrough in 
negotiating an agreement 
between two opponents with 
almost diametrically opposed 
political and ideological needs, Its 
sudden denouement is 2 reminder 
not only. that the Middle Hast is a 
region of surprises, but also thet 
agreements that seem certain to- 


day can be in disarray tomorrow. 
Even the one firm result of the 
summit, the agreement between 
Sadat and Begin to negotiate an 
Hgypt-Israel peace treaty by 
Christmas, may atill be con- 
tingent upon the outcome of the 
far more doubtful West Bank- 
Gaza question, U.S. officials said 
Monday..Certainly, it is conceded, 
Sadat would iever have agreed to 
aign a document committing him 
to a separate peace with Israel tf 
there had not been'agrdement on a 
document astablishing a 
framework for a comprehensive 
settlement of the Palestinian iasue 
ΔΒ well, 

What was unforeseen in this 
totally unrehearsea and mostly 
Improvised summit, and what 
leaves a residual worry for the 
future, is the fact that it. waa 
Sadat, not Begin, who apparently 
made the key concession that led 
to both agreements. 


WHEN Carter and the two Middle 
Hast leadors and their aldes and 
advisers convened on the 
Maryland ‘mountaintop two weeks 
ago, expectations were modest. 
U.S. ofticiala were hoping to get a 
rough draft of a statement of prin-

ly as idoologically oriented as 
Begin. They were practical men, 
who wanted to know how the 
meaning of the words would be 
translated on the ground, What 
does it mean to recognize the 
legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people’? They came up with 
the concept that the agreements 
could incorporate such 
“unpleasant” language if other 
clauses clearly defined what was 


during the summit; but it never 
went too far either, beyond the 
point which both men could 
tolerate. It was always finely 
balanced, interspersed with just 
enough ego-atroking to curry 
favour with the two men. 

Tn advance of the talks, the 
President received a longthy pay- 
chological! profile of both from the 
Central Intelligence Agency. Ex- 
perts there had been conducting a 
running study of the men's 
characters and minds. If the 
Egyptian and Isracli leaders were 
to budge, the Americans felt, it 
was necessary to understand ex- 
actly what made them tick, 

Everyone recognized that the 
firat few days would not be easy 
for anyone. But thanks to Carter's 
wife, Rosalynn, tho talks did get 
off on the right foot. She had cor- 
rectly recognized that the three 
leaders had one common thread 
running between them: their 
deeply held religious convictions. 

Religion plays an {mportant 
role in the lives of all three men, 
but Sadat is probably the most 
religious. He 18 described by close 
frionds and aides as almost 
mystical in his devotion to God. 
Recognizing the Intensity of the 
Egyptian leader's religious 
beliefs, Mrs, Carter suggested to 
the U.S. President that the three 
leaders begin the conference with 
a joint statement, asking for the 
world's prayers during the com- 
ing days as they searched for 


peace in the Middle Ea, i 
thought the Idea was me 
On Tucsday @venin 
September 5, just hours afte 
Begin's hellcopter touched down 
near tho football field at Cam 
David, Carter asked him for hh 
reaction to auch a joint Prayer.

" The next morning Carter sat 
down with Sadat, who readily 
agreed. For months, Sadat had 
been talking of building ἃ mosque, 
a church and a synagogue atop 
“Mt. Sinai’ as a tribute to the 
three religions. The joint Prayer 
neatly fit into his over-all echeme 
of things. 

By the end of the conference the 
three men had progressed from 
an agreement to pray together to 
an agreement to make peace once 
and for all. There were moments 
during the ordeal when things 
looked bleak. Moods of euphoria 
were followed by severe depres- 
sion ΔΒ the wide gaps separating 
the two sldes seemed irrecon- 
cilable. Officials have referred to 
the “roller coaster’ atmosphere 
at Camp David — the ups and 
downs of summit diplomacy. 


BUT THERE was a happy ending 
to the drama only bits and pleces 
of which were being released to 
the outside world while it was tak- 
ing place. Everyone had reason to 
be happy; historians would one 
days refer to the Camp David ex- 
perience as one of those 
“watersheds” {n world history. 

But the two happiest men were 
probably Carter and Weisman; 
they had pushed the hardest for 
success. They wanted to win more, 
than any of the other personalities 
who had gathered at the summit. 

For Weizman, the achievement 
of a peace treaty with Egypt had 
dominated his actions and think- 
ing ever since he first met Sadat. 
He did not want Israel to have to 
go to war again.

But Sadat resisted the 
onslaught.

The fact that 
they did appear to explain, at 
least partially, why Sadat decided 
to sign these new “framework‘ 
agreements. The Egyptian 
leader, according to his aides, is 
confident that. the ‘‘sensible’’ 
Arab leadera ~ especially in Jor- 
fan and Saudi Arabia — will 
accept the agreements. But first, 
the U.S, Is going to have to lean on 
both Amman and Riyadh.

Built up into a 
major facility over the past 10 
years, this not only aerved to 
safeguard Israeli shipping in the 
Gulf of Akabe, but alao as a base 
from which Israel could deal with 
any possible tampering with 
freedom of the seas from the 
direction of Bab el-Mandeb on the 
Horn of Africa. That threat to 
Teraeli shipping remains; {t also 
haa become more acute.

YOR THOSE who see in the 
urements with Egypt an instant 


prospect of reduced military spend- 
ing and shorter stints of com- 
pulsory service, disappointment 
is assured, This rosy dream has 
been nipped in the bud by both 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman 
and Finance Minister Simha 
Ehriich, who have warned that, if 
anything, more money will have 
to be spent by Israel over the com- 
ing years than was originally 
budgeted for. 

Buliding up an alternative in- 
frastructure, the two airfields to 
be financed by the Americana 
notwithstanding, Is going to cost 
billions. We know from foreign 
reports, such ag those published 
by the International Institute for 
Strategic Studies (1158), that the 
IDF has grown more than fourfold 
since 1967, and that most of this in- 
crease has been absorbed fn in- 
trastructures prepared in Sinai.

New roads are going to have to 
be built, water systems installed, 
an entire new infrastructure laid, 
And that [5 going to be very expen- 
sive indeed, on top of the regular 
expenditure budgeted for an army 
that hag to train and eat; weapons 
on order that atill have to be paid 
for, and the security on three 
fronts that has to continue as 
usual, 

Exactly how expensive reloca- 
tlon can be is indicated by the 
American statement that just 
rebuilding the two airfields in the 
Negev is golng to coat around $ib. 
There have been unofficial es- 
{imates in Israel this past week 
that the ultimate cost to thia coun- 
try (apart from the airfields) wil) 
be in the region of IL20b. at 
current prices, Officials question- 
ed on the subject have refused to 
commit themselves, the plan- 
ning only just having started. But 
their reactions indicate that the 
estimate is way off the mark, and 
im fact wil) be much higher than 
that. 

One thing is certain. The face of 
the Negev is going to change. The 
injection into the wilderness of 
moat of the forces up to now 
Jocatod in the Sinai is going to 
provide a tremendous boost to 
such towns as Mitzpe Ramon and 
the new regional civilian centre at 
Sapir in the central Arava. 


THE IMPLICATIONS of the 
agreements signed in Washington 
on that historic Sunday are mind- 
boggling. Apart from the strategic 
and immediate tactical conse- 
quences, the army is also going to 
have to cope with such matters as 
finding posts for the several dozen 
senior officers who are going to be 
out of a job when the military 
government in the administered 
territories is diamantled. 

With supply lines considerably 
shortened, the general staff will 
have to re-assess Israel's 
transport fleet, specifically the in- 
veatment in transport aircraft 
(which, according to the 1978 
Military Balance published by the 
IISS, includes 10 Boeing 7078, 24 C- 
1808 and 28 assorted heavy 
transports). 

Yet another problem facing the 
IDF with the return of the Sinal is 
the loss of training space. This 
may seem unimportant, but itis a 
vital factor, and one which has 
been constantly In the mind of 
Israel's generals since the start of 
the peace process. Again, accord- 
ing to the TISS, Israel has about 
3,000 tanks, not to mention 
thousands of armoured personnel- 
carrlers and long-range 
howitzers. To train forces of this 
size requires large, unpopulated 
areas — areas which planners are 
going to have difficulty finding in 
the Negev. The same applies to 
air-training space for the air 
force. While it is true that aircraft 
can manoeuvre out at sea, land 
target ranges as necessary, and 
there is going to be a problem 
isolating these. 

All this is in addition to the ob- 
vious Internal security problem. 
Thera could well be a significant 
rise in both terrorist Incidents and 
elvil disturbances in the 
territories, orchestrated by those 
anxious to make capital out of 
agreements which many Arabs 
must inevitably regard ag a 
betrayal, 

The problems resulting from 
the Camp David summit are 
manifold, and solving them {a go-

Instrumentalists can only make 
ends meet if they work in 
orchestras; very few can afford to 
perform exclusively in small 
ensembles and fewer still sur- 
vive aa soloists. They usually 
supplement their income by 
teaching.

For alngers, the prospects are 
even blenker. The fow 
programmes with vocal parta 
scheduled by our orchestras can- 
not support a professional vocaliat 
on a long-term basis, ‘The high 
standards of organizations such 
as the IPO neotfcasitate inviting 
foreign alngers for thelr presen:

Thelr concert perfor- 
mances of opera were equally 
professional but less attractive 
only because they lacked the 
visual impact.

One cannot hope to build an 
opera company with volunteers, 
however enthuslastle and 
dedicated they are. If one wants a

“Jerusalem Opera Society to 
stage Verdl’s "Otello" appears to 
he based on wishful thinking. 
“Otelo" Is a Grand Opera and 
needs everything of the hest — the 
Israel] Philharmonic staged it 
some years ugo, and it really wag 
grand! But to do {t with 
volunteers, and to work into a 
grand deficit, seems hard! 

The production alone 
costs more than @ million Pounds, 
and there is no guarantee that it 
will be a good one,

So what, if anything, went 
wrong? 

Between 1968 and 1961 there 
were six fatal crashes of Chimavir 
planes, The aircraft then in use 
was the Piper Super Cub. They 
had 10 of these planes, treating 
some 1,000,000 dunamas annually. 
In 1961 they purchased a fleet of 12 
Piper Pawness, the first aircraft 
specially developed for agro- 
aviation work. The Pawnee, a 
highly successtul piece of equip- 
ment, can take a load of 500 kga of 
chemicals. Between 1961 and 1076, 
flying with 22 Pawnees, there 
were some 80 write-offa, but lucki- 
ly no fatalities. 

In 1977 Piper introduced the 
Pawnee Brave; Chimevir aquired 
five of them, and in.that year 
there were three write-offa, of 
which one was fatal. There wag 
also one helicopter write-off. 


THE "BRAVE" has some unplea- 
sant stall characteriatica, which 
may have something to do with 
the fact that, on top of its heavier 
fibreglass fuselage covering, it 
has 21 per cent more engine 
power, but is rated at a 60 per cent 
heavier load. I would not ike to 
condemn the "Brave" on this 


score (I never judge aircraft I 
have not flown myself), but it 
gives food for thought. 


And now we come to 1978 and 


the spate of accidents that has led 
to all the soul searching: 

O March — One Thrush Com- 
mander, 600 HP radial engine, 
wag written off without 1058 of life, 


crashed with the loss of the pllot. 
Cause now under investigation. 

One hears “pilot error" men- 
tloned so often as the cause of a 
crash that one might question the 
suitability and training of our 
pilots. A few facta should dispel 
our fears. No pilot is accepted for 
training as an agro-pilot unless he 
hag had 1,000 hours of Seneral fly- 
ing experience. He is given a 80- 
hour conversion course and, after 
qualifying, fiies for the first 150 
hours under supervision (from tha 
ground), 


HOWEVER, one question sill 
needs to be answered: How many 
hours are flown dafly by Chimavir 
pilots under pressure of the 
“geason"? The strain of crop: 
dusting is enormous. I don't know 
of ἃ more exhausting occupation. 
Trapeze workers also have a dif. 
floult Job to perform — but for how 
many minutes a day? The 
average crop-duater, at the height 
of the season — and each crop has 
its own season — flies some four 
hours per working day, six daysa 
week. 

One of Meir Amit's last acta 
before resigning as miniater of 
transport was to appoint a com- 
misaion of enquiry into the causes 
of crop-dusting acefdents. (Over- 
reacting after the laat crash, Amit 
withdrew Chimavir's Operating 
licence, despite the fact that he 
was thereby condemning the 
better part of the cotton crop to 
the compost heap.

THE GEZALEL ACADEMY in present- 


ing “Photographie Exerclaen" a 
amall, well aclected show of work by 
elght advanced students who have juat 
completed a one year (30 sessions) 
elective course in photography. 

Although basic photography is a 
required course for all Bozalet 
students, advanced study is limited. 
No offictal department oxists, only an 
inter-departmental unit maintained 
hy a group of floating instructors. 
Though the academy fully recognizes 
the Importance of photography aa an 
art form and its emergence as a 
recognized medium, ἐξ is apparently 
unable to alter thia slate of affalra. 

The show is successful and un- 
pretentious. The prints are 
characterized by modesty and 
technical excellence, without crafty 
showmanship or tricky cffecta. 
Drama, when called for, Is maintained 
through photographic skills and not 
through subject matter. The pictures 
are simply solutions to problems, 
some apocific to photography. 

Chanan Laskin, who heada the 
Photography Unit at Bezalel, and who 
together with Ephraim Degani and 
Joseph Cohen taught the advanced 
course, indicated that he wanted the 
students to achieve a sense of 
“awareness,” (o capture more than 
what one sees through the viewfinder 
or lens: cause and effect, 
relationships, proportion, symbolism,

Won and the ramifications of each sub- 
ject boing translated into a 
photographie image.

LYNDA SANDHAUS'S mixed media 
abstractions on paper aro built on a 
foundation of eclectic nuances. She 
has been influenced by so many 
modernist Idioms and contemporary 
painters that her personal tmagery, 
orlginal as lt might soem, 18 neutraliz- 
ed, Flat cubistie space, expressioniat 
brushing, Rauschenbergian “Pop" 
and configurations reminiscent of 
Lavie and Kupferman are In evidence. 

But Sandhaus has used the 
associations to advantage, for the ple- 
tures are deliciously entleing, full of 
delicate balance and harmonious, yel 
limited, colour ranges concentrated in 
the grey, pink and brownish-red 
familles. Flirting with the idea of 
triangles as independent shapes or 88 
dislocated corners of a large rec- 
tangle, she lets them bang around the 
Picture plane Hke an unsettled billlard 
ball.

This pate offering 
contains five war songa: A 
Nightingnie Sang in’ Berkely 
Squire (English), Coming i ona 
Wing and a Prayer (U.S. Air- 
foree), Li Marlene 1German), 
White Cliffs of Dover, We'll Keepa 
Welcome. It alao contains nine 
songs of Latin Amertean orlgin. 
Even Richard Tauber hag strayed 
into the act, 

Yet the tuncamiths of Tin Pan 
Alloy were strutting their stuff, aa 
evidenced in the corn-fed titles. 

Britain, Ifke in the war, got a 
head start with the rather em- 
barrassing We're Going to Hang 
Our Washing on the Siegfried Ling, 
Run Rabbif, Run, Roll ot the 
Barrel, Oh, What a Surprise for 
the Duee the can’t put it over the 
Greeks), Kiss Me Goodntyht, 
Sergeant Mujor, My Stater and 1 
(Gracia Fields), London Pride 
(Noel Coward). This being no 
marching war, almost no songs 
came “out of the trenches.'' No 
Colonel Bovey, Tipperury, or 
Mademoiselle from Armentieres;

He waa caught at 
the very Inat moment, trying to 
cross back into Jewlsh Jerusalem 
through the UN headquarters 
check-point, At other times, he 
croased the Dead Sea In a stolen 
boat, to explore the wild acenery 
of the eastern shore. 

All thia activity was Siegal, in- 
volving the theft of equipment ~ 
including an ongine for the boat 
from a Navy base — not to speak 
of the act of border-crossing.

Kushi argues that he was un- 
juatly convicted, framed by the 
prosecution and false testimony. 
He further helieves thet the head 
of the German tribunal, a woman, 
took a personal, vindictive dislike 
to him, expressed In the heavy 
sentence. The ordinary reador 
cannot, of course, determine 
where the truth lies. Beyond 
doubt, however, is the terrible 
effect which confinement in 
prison has had on a character 
auch as Kushi’s. The result was a 
series of desperate though well- 
planned attempts to escape, each 
followed hy greater duress. 

Kushi's narrative ia almost 
devoid of any kind of emotion, but 
he does manage to arouse a cer- 
tain sense of empathy, along with 
the hope that he may ultimately 
tind his way to a normal life. One

WHEN Harry Austryn Wolfson 
was an instructor in Hebrew 
Mterature and philosophy at Har- 
vard in 1920, he contributed a 
series of articles to the Menorah 
Journal.

“UNTIL TODAY I love the 
Arabs...

Thus writes the man 
whom most Israciis know as a 
former M.K., ἃ miniater of com. 
munications and pollce, and 
Tsrael's first diplomatic envoy to 
Ankara. 

What Js teas known today is the 
fact that the now 77-year-old 
Sasson, son of an old 
family, was the Yishuv’s main 
Arab expert in the 19808 and 40s. 
Under Moshe Sharett, thon in 
charge of the Agency's political 
department, ‘‘Hiias"* — as he was 
known among his friends — wasa 
frequent visitor to neighbouring 
Arab capitals and ἃ permanent 
negotiator with Palestinian Arab 
leaders. 

Sasson's memoirs, as Golda 
Me'ir mentions in her Introduc- 
tion, reflect the uninterrupted ef- 
forts of the organized Yishuy to 
reach an understanding with our 
Arab neighbours. The reader isjn- 
troduced to a wealth of informa: 
tlon about Arab politics, the views 
of Arab diplomats, premiers, 
parliamentarians and editors in 
Iraq, Syria, the Lebanon and 
Egypt. 

The 85 chapters draw on diaries, 
reports to superiors, and aldes -- 
mémolre composed during two 
decades of political activities 
among Arabs. The common line 
behind much of the material is the 
concentrated effort made to reach 
a Jewish-Syrian agreement (with 
the Syrian National Block party). 
Sasson gives dozens of examples. 
A quotation from ex-Premier 
Jamil Mardam Bey: ‘Let nobody 
of the Israeli people have the 
slightest doubt that as long 8811 
head any Syrian government 1 
will ever agree to a ‘deal’ on the 
account of Jewish blood." Or the 
statement by Nasouh Babil, editor 
of the Damascus Al Ayam dally: 
“An agreement between 
and the Jews in Palestine 
be for the mutual benefit of 
people."

As one might expect from an 
American reporter shaped during 
the Sixties, Wicker's position is 
uncompromising. He does not 

a single point to govern- 
ment, offictaldom, or the so-called 
natlonal interest. A law of jour- 
nalism, he says, is that ‘‘a 
reporter should write, and his 
newspaper should print, what 
they know." Moreover, the First 
Amendment, which guarantees 
the freedom of the press, saya 
nothing about responaibility, and 
Wicker feela that in relation to a 
tree press, freedom and respon- 
aiblty don’t mix, This may sound 
extreme, until one asks who will 
define the responsibility of the 
press, and who will monitor it. 
The answer to both, says Wicker, 
can only be the government — 
hence his concern. 

Wicker's frame of reference is 
political reporting on the highest 
Jevel, of which he can speak with 
authority, having come up from 
Teporting for a smati Southern 
weekly to the Washington bureau 
οἱ The New York Times. He was 
the White House correspondent 
who covered Kennedy's 
assassination and later became 
the mes’ bureau chief, As a 
columnist, he estimates that he 
haa written some 1,500 columns for 
the imes over the past decade. 

From this vantage point, 
Wicker expounds his belief that

community. The aggressive coverage 
of the Vietnam War and the 
Watergate Affair were excep- 
tions. They helped debunk the 
myth of “objective journalism" — 
which in reality often boils down 
to the reprinting of official 
pronouncements. But this prac- 
tice could not be sustained during 
the “two wars being covered — 
the shooting war in Southeast 
Asia, and the handout war in 
Washington." 

Wicker implies that 
governments hold many cards in 


press to oxercise its freedom, it 
must play with all of its own 
resources against those at the 
government's disposal. Hla 
sharpest criticiam is atmed at 
“the national-seourity mystique." 
He charges that behind this 


mystique there is ‘more 
bureaucratic inefficiency and cor- 
tuption than any vital secret. He 
will admit a legitimate security 
concern only in the rarest of 
cases. Most often it is only a 
manipulative device, although 
powerful and persistent. In this 
light he diacusses skimpy report- 
ing on the CIA's role in assassina- 
tion plots, which ultimately waa 
widely covered. 


A REPORTER'S enemy, Wicker 
says, Is his own desire to be close 
to the sources of power, to have 


special access which is denied to 
others, to be 'in.'" And yet he can- 
not cut himuclf off from his 
sources. Another law of jour- 
nalism, then, is to be ‘neither in 


i nor out — but decide for yourself 


Just where that 18.᾽" Investigative 
reporting, he adds, requires an in- 
quiring mind and a lot of patient 
qwork, and “not merely cultivating 
a cabinet officer in search of a 
leak." 

Wicker describes Carter aa a 
President who js uneaay with the 
press, which in turn makes the 
press uneasy with him. But hia 
own working experience was with 
Kennedy and Johnson. Kennedy 
was 8 brilliant manager of newa, a 
charmer, a master of presa- 
conference techniques. Johnson, 
too, hoped to manipulate the 
pross, but he was overpowering 
and heevy-handed, actually out of 
anxiety over his own image. 
Wicker's advice at the time to Bil 
Moyers, Johnson's aide, holds 
true for many a politicfan: ''the 
best thing for his image weuld be 
τ stop worrying so much about 
t.! 

Despite all the Israel-oriented 
news in Washington, Wicker hard- 
ly mentions it, except to illustrate 
the U.S. government's ability to 
generate news in its own interest. 
Running for re-election against 
Carter, President Ford was 
criticized for doing little against 
the Arab boycott. Ford qulekly ap- 
proved a major arms sale to 
Israel, which guaranteed front- 
page headlines juat as he came to 
campaign in New York. 

Also absent from this book, aur- 
prisingly, is any detailed discus- 
sion of Watergate and the crucial 
role of the press and the media (ag 
opposed to a rather tedious discus- 
sion of the CIA story). This may 
be because the media's behaviour 
in this case contradicts Wicker's 
conviction about its complacency. 
In any event, he calls Watergate’s 
Goverage exceptional. 

“What the press needs in 
America is less inhibition, not 
more restraint,’* Wicker writes in 
conclusion to this highly readable 
and pertinent book.i

TO BE BORN BEAUTIFUL, rich 
and into a noble and famoua 
English family, and to marry one 
of the most eligible men of the 
age, one destined to become 
Viceroy of India — what could be 
better? Well, Jane Digby could 
probably have told you the answor 
to that. 

Married at seventecn to Lord 
Ellenborough, she had three af: 
faira in raps auccension (two with 
the same man, & cousin of hera) 
before running off with an 
Austrian prince, who procecded 
almost at once to jilt her. Taken 
up, though it remains tantalising- 
ly unclear how far, by Ludwig I of 
Bavaria (not the mad one), she 
married a German prince from a 
neighbouring dukedom. On the 
way sha bore, though scarcely 
motherad, four children, three of 
them out of wedlock. 

But after a while, life in Ger- 
many, even at the splendid court 
of Munich, seems te have palled 
on this woman of character — the 
Germana, it has to be admitted, 
are rather a dul! lot — so off she 
set again. A series of affaira with 
various Huropean personalities, 
including a marriage to a dubious 
Greek princeling and a tumultuous 
Naigon with a notorious Balkan 
brigand, ted her to her fina) en- 
tanglement, marriage to a Beduin 
sheikh. Naturally, in this union 
sho found at last enduring love 
and genuine fulf!lment. 

Passion’s Child suffers from 
certain faulta common to books 
about women who give 
themselves body and soul to the 
pursuit of love. The authoresses 
(they are for some reason 
generally women) do one of two 
things with their heroines. 


THEY MAY emphasize a Glsregard 
for the conventions and thelr Im- 


patience with the more practical 
side of life. Thus they can portray 
them es existing on & more ar- 
tistic plane than the reat of us. It 
does not exactly leap at ua from 
the evidence, but it does help to 
justify the writing of such booka, 

Alternatively, the writers pre- 
aent their chagen herolnea as 
precursors of the Women's 
Liberation movement, going their 
own way, dolng thelr own thing, 
careless of consequences and of 
men strewn behind them. The 
point is, or should be, that books 
about Jane Digby and people like 
her (not, surely, just female ones)

JERUSALEM. Sunday, Sep- 
tember 10, — Count Folke Ber- 
nadolte, U.N. Mediator for 
Palestine since May 16, was 
murdered in cold blood at 5.06 
p.m. on Friday in the Kiryat 
Shmuel Quarter of Jorusaiem, on 
his fifth visit to the city. 

The Mediator and his party 
were driving in a convoy of three 
cara from Government House, 


where he was to have sect up his 
winter headquarters, to a meeting 
with the Military Governor, Dr.
